REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 remain in the application, the claims having been amended to more clearly 
define the invention. Reconsideration of the application and allowance of all claims are 
respectfully requested in view of the above amendments and the following remarks. 

Submitted herewith is a replacement Fig. 5 fixing the error pointed out by the examiner. 

The specification and claims have been amended to address the objections stated by the 
examiner. 

The prior art rejections are respectfully traversed. 

In order to establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must be met. 
First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference or to 
combine reference teachings. Second, there must be a reasonable expectation of success. Finally, 
the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all of the claim 
limitations. The teaching or suggestion to make the claimed combination and the reasonable 
expectation of success must be both found in the prior art, not based on the Applicant's 
disclosure. 

Feinberg does not relate to the field of multi-channel wireless transmission systems 
using virtual containers for transporting packets. Therefore, there would have been no 
motivation to modify Feinberg to solve a technical problem which is peculiar to transmission 
systems using virtual containers, i.e., a problem which does not exist in Feinberg. 
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The second criterion for an obviousness rejection (reasonable expectation of success) is 
not met, since Feinberg is completely silent about possible advantages of applying its teachings 
to a multi-channel wireless transmission systems using virtual containers for transporting 
packets. 

The third criterion (the prior art reference teaches or suggests all the claim limitations) is 
not met, since all the technical features relating to virtual containers are not disclosed by 

Feinberg. 

Accordingly, claim 1 is patentable over Feinberg. 

As to the proposed combination of Feinberg in view of Kaneko, the first criterion 
(suggestion or motivation to combine reference teachings) is not met, since Feinberg and Kaneko 
address different technical problems (Feinberg addressed the problem of transmitting packets via 
radio, while Kaneko addresses the problem of transmitting via radio a high quality signal). 

There is also no reasonable expectation of success, since both Feinberg and Kaneko are 
completely silent about possible advantages of combining their teachings and apply them to a 
multi-channel wireless transmission systems using virtual containers for transporting packets. 

Finally, the third criterion (the prior art references when combined teach or suggest all 
the claims limitations) is not met, since all the technical features relating to virtual containers are 
disclosed neither by Feinberg nor by Kaneko. 

Accordingly, claim 1 is patentable over the combination of Feinberg in view of Kaneko. 
Claim 5 distinguishes over the prior art for the same reasons as claim 1, so that all of claims 1-7 
are in condition fo allowance. 
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In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited. If any points remain in issue which the 
Examiner feels may be best resolved through a personal or telephone interview, the Examiner is 
kindly requested to contact the undersigned at the telephone number listed below.
